Ignore Liability Issues 
At Your Own Risk

With new regulations surrounding storage 
and communication, not to mention those on 
the horizon, data center managers have a 
number of liability issues to keep in mind. 

Beyond Sarbanes-Oxley or HIPAA, there's 
also the possibility of shareholder lawsuits 
based on employee negligence or technology 
failure. This murky brew of litigation mixed 
with legislation can be difficult for even the 
most experienced manager to stomach. 

Fortunately, drastic steps such as unplug- 
ging users and closing down the network 
don't have to be taken. Rather, IT managers 
can benefit from just knowing where the 
vulnerabilities are and what can happen if 
something goes wrong. 

They Are No Angels 

One of the largest sources of potential lia- 
bility could be walking by your office right 
this second. Although many IT departments 
try to show respect to employees by respect- 
ing their privacy in terms of email and Web 
surfing, that consideration could be bad for 
the company in the long run. 

"Generally speaking, employers are liable 
for the acts of their employees," says Sean 
Garrison, partner with law firm Lewis and 
Roca and co-chair of the firm's intellectual 
property group. 




He adds, "In today's world, with rapidly 
advancing technology, the potential cor- 
porate loss and liability arising from an 
employee's theft or mishandling of corpo- 
rate data files can be substantial and must 
account for a significant portion of any cor- 
porate risk management system." 

Negligent, disgruntled, or greedy employ- 
ees that use company equipment to cause 
data loss, share trade secrets, or simply 
cause network downtime can spark a num- 
ber of liability actions. A type of lawsuit 



that's seen more frequently is claims made 
by shareholders, says Jim Brelsford, head of 
technology law at Jones Day. 

"We're going to see a wave of these in 
the next few years," he says. "They'll cen- 
ter around shareholders suing the company 
to claim that data loss or some other event 
changes the stock price." 

In some cases, employees might not be to 
blame for company problems. If an outsider 
hacks the network, a company could be

Say the word "downtime," 
and most people might think 
of weak wireless signals, net- 
work snafus, or equipment 
trouble. According to research 
firm Gartner Group, 80% of 
all unplanned downtime is 
caused by people and process 
issues, not hardware and soft- 
ware failure. 

For SMEs (small and medi- 
um-sized enterprises) that have 
limited budget resources and 
overtaxed staff, throwing mon- 
ey at infrastructure improve- 
ments with products and ser- 
vices might solve the problem 



but usually doesn't present a 
long-term solution. 

Instead, when downtime 
seems rampant, it' s important to 
take a step back and understand 
that downtime is about more 
than a company's network. 

"You have to have a holistic 
view," says Troy Dixler, direc- 
tor of network solutions for 
Forsythe, a technology and 
business consultancy. "Instead 
of stovepiping the network 
guys and making them respon- 
sible for small, specific tasks, 
you have to look at the connec- 
tions among all the folks 
involved in making sure there's 
no downtime."

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George Bush's presidential victory gave the stock market its much 
needed rebound on Nov. 3 as investors took heart after months of uncer- 
tainty. But the market dipped somewhat at the end of the day as fears of 
terrorism and high energy prices persisted. The Dow closed on Nov. 3 at 
10137.05, up from 10002.03 a week earlier, while the Nasdaq closed at 
2004.33, up from 1969.99 a week earlier. 



I Chipmakers See Bleaker Outlook 

The chip industry's trade group said sales 
would grow 28.5% in 2004 but that a wors- 
ening economy would result in flat sales in 
2005, compared to its earlier prediction of 
4% growth. The Semiconductor Industry 
Association said rising oil prices alone 
could hurt chip sales by $12 billion a year. 
Sales in 2006 are expected to rebound 6%, 
and growth is expected to be 14% in 2007. 
DRAM chip sales are expected to fall dra- 
matically in 2005 after a 60% increase in 
2004 due to overcapacity at memory chip 
factories. But flash memory, analog, digital 
signal processors, and optoelectronics are 
expected to grow. 

I Oracle Raises PeopleSoft Bid 
To $9.2 Billion 

Oracle raised its hostile bid for PeopleSoft 
by $3 a share to $24, or $9.2 billion. The 
move surprised some because Oracle execu- 
tives had testified earlier that they might 
lower their bid for the maker of business 
software. Oracle said it set a Nov. 19 dead- 
line for its tender offer. PeopleSoft had no 
immediate response but said that sharehold- 
ers should take no action at this time. 

I National Semiconductor 
Lowers Revenue Guidance 

National Semiconductor joined the 
ranks of chipmakers offering warnings as it 
said that revenues for its second fiscal 
quarter ended Nov. 28 will be below its 



guidance. The company said revenues will 
be $445 million to $450 million, or 18% to 
19% below the first-quarter results. 
Analysts had been expecting sales of $504 
million. But National said that orders for 
cell phone chips in China were down, as 
well as sales to distributors. Meanwhile, 
chip sales for September were up 27% 
over last year, but the rate of growth was 
the slowest for the year. 

I Intel & Microsoft Team Up 
On Joint Advertising 

Intel and Microsoft kicked off a joint 
advertising campaign for the first time in 
their history. Meanwhile, AMD said it was 
launching a consumer advertising cam- 
paign aimed for the first time at mainstream 
consumers. AMD had previously targeted 
game and gadget enthusiasts with its ads, 
but now the company hopes to press a tech- 
nical advantage by snaring more main- 
stream customers. 

I ConnecTel Files Suit Against Cisco 

Florida-based ConnecTel filed a patent 
infringement suit against Cisco, alleging that 
the router maker infringed patents on an 
intelligent routing system. Cisco has alleged- 
ly used the technology in several unnamed 
products. Cisco denied the charges. 

I Gateway To Repurchase 
Stock From AOL 

Gateway agreed to buy back stock held 
by America Online for $315.6 million, 



using up a large chunk of the struggling PC 
maker's cash. Analysts said that the repur- 
chase prevents a dilution of Gateway's 
2005 earnings on a per-share basis, but 
it also consumes about half the company's 
cash. 

I Venture Capitalists Raise 
More Money For Investments 

The go-go days of the 1990s may be gone, 
but venture capitalists are back pouring 
money into startups. VCs raised $5.5 billion 
in venture money in the third quarter, a 78% 
increase over the second quarter according 
to the Venture Economics and National 
Venture Capital Association survey. 

I DirecTV's Loss Widens 

DirecTV Group said its loss was wider 
vs. a year ago because of a huge charge 
related to its decision to abandon its 
Internet- via-satellite business. The compa- 
ny, which is majority-owned by News 
Corp., reported a net loss of $1.01 billion 
for the third quarter vs. a loss of $23 mil- 
lion a year earlier. Revenue rose 20% to 
$2.86 billion from $2.38 billion a year ear- 
lier. The company took a $903 million 
charge for asset impairment. But the com- 
pany said subscribers grew 484,000 to 13.5 
million. 



I Matsushita Sues LG 
Over Plasma Displays 

Matsushita Electric Industrial sued to 
halt sales of LG Electronics' plasma displays 
in Japan, saying that the displays infringed on 
Matsushita's patents related to heat-radiation 
technology. The move is the latest in a series 
of lawsuits among Asian manufacturers in the 
fiercely competitive display business. 

I Qualcomm Sets Up Wireless Unit 

Qualcomm said it has started a subsidiary to 
deliver video and audio programs on handsets 
and will eventually spin off the unit. Qual- 
comm will spend $800 million over the next 
four to five years on the MediaFlo subsidiary, 
which will deliver content on the 700MHz 
spectrum. Meanwhile, Qualcomm reported 
quarterly profit growth, but shares fell after it 
said phone sales were weaker than expected. 

I Toshiba & Hitachi Post Strong Profits 

Toshiba and Hitachi posted strong earnings 
for the first fiscal half, thanks to a recovery in 
demand for consumer electronics. Hitachi's 
earnings rose more than seven-fold due to 
good sales of chipmaking equipment, flat- 
panel displays, and air conditioners. Toshiba 
swung from a loss to a profit of $79 million 
thanks to sales of PCs and chips.

An Intro To Laws That Affect Your Network, 
Security, Data Storage & Online Marketing

HIPAA. Sarbanes-Oxley. Gramm-Leach 
Bliley. CAN-SPAM. Today, the number of 
laws you have to comply with — and the 
depth and breadth of their rules — can be 
mind-boggling. And their impact on IT 
management can be profound. 

Each of these laws affects your network, 
your data storage, and the way you market 
online. For today's CIO, CTO, and network 
admin, knowing their basics is more than just 
another resume point. It's a vital job skill. 

HIPAA: Health Care Providers Beware 

If you work at the nexus of IT and health 
care, you've heard of HIPAA. The Health 
Insurance Portability and Accountability 
Act of 1996 was designed to standardize 
the storage and transmission of patient data 
in the health care field. 

HIPAA is a complex and sometimes 
thorny law that puts many demands on 
health care IT groups, but, by and large, 



these demands can be grouped into 
five main fields. First is EDI (elec- 
tronic data interchange), which 
governs the digital transfer of data 
among firms. Next are code sets, or 
uniform codes for types of illnesses 
and treatments. Third is the use of 
identifiers, or standard numbers 
that identify health care providers, 
plans, and employers. Fourth is 
security, which details standards 
for protecting the integrity of 
patient data. And last but not least 
is privacy. Health care providers 
adhering to HIPAA must follow its 
rules on the disclosure of patient 
data, one of the hottest — and most 
controversial — topics in today's 
health care field. 

Complying with HIPAA is cost- 
ly. You'll have to heavily tweak 
your patient tracking and billing 
software, just to start. But although 
the exact cost will vary from firm to 



r 




firm, the rough savings for health 
care firms between 2002 and 2011 
is $16.7 billion. 

Of course, not complying with 
HIPAA is costlier still. Any infrac- 
tion can land you a $100 fine, and, 
in the extreme, total fines can run 
to the millions of dollars. What's 
more, anyone who violates HIPAA 
with the intent to sell, transfer, or 
use patient data for commercial 
gain can be fined and jailed for up 
to 10 years. 

Sarbanes-Oxley: The Scourge 
Of Public Companies 

If HIPAA seems daunting, meet 
Sarbox, the Sarbanes-Oxley Act. 
Signed into law in 2002, Sarbox 
was born in the wake of Enron 
and other disasters. It protects the 
way that financial data is present- 
ed to investors, as well as disci- 
plines those who break its rules. 

Sarbox applies only to public 
companies and has a number of 
deadlines for compliance. Among

Here's What To Expect 
When You Make The Switch

When the Everett Silvertips 

hockey team set up shop in 
Everett, Wash., in 2003, it had 
fewer than 10 employees. Their 
desks were connected with little 
more than a cobbled-together, 
peer-to-peer office system using 
Office 2000 and the Windows 
2000 operating system. 

Now, a year later, its workforce 
has doubled. They got online with 
Windows Small Business Server 
2003, put WinXP and Office 2003 



Pro on their desktops, and tied it 
all together with a Compaq Pro- 
liant 350 server. 

"Our small business server is not 
finished yet," says Terry Thorn, IT 
director of the parent company, 
Monarch Corp. of Medicine Hat, 
Alberta, and vice president/con- 
troller of the Silvertips (www 
.everettsilvertips.com). "The pri- 
mary concern was to set up Ex- 
change Server first." 

Thorn described the startup as 
"seamless" but also noted they 
had some problems with Web 
mail clients in the early going. 



"We have a number of people 
who work on the road, and they 
had some problems initially," he 
says. "Those problems have been 
solved within the last six months 
with patches." 

Time To Upgrade? 

For most companies upgrading 
to Outlook 2003 and Exchange 
Server 2003, the key consideration 
on the table is, "How do we get it 
done before the end of this year?" 

Why? "Because Microsoft has 
promised the end of support for 
Exchange Server 5.5 by the end of 
2004," says Marc Zukerman, prac-

But the pill Microsoft is forcing 
on users won't be that bitter.

Exchange Server 2000, which 
seems to have had a pretty dismal 
product life.

that at the time, there were no 
applications that used Active 
Directory, the directory service 
packaged with the system.

liable for not implementing proper security 
measures. But that kind of litigation is minor 
when compared to what might happen if IT 
knows there was a breach and failed to act. 

"If someone can prove that you knew 
about a problem and didn't do anything 
about it, you'll be in trouble," Brelsford says. 

Even getting rid of equipment without 
aggressive electronic data cleaning could be 
dangerous. Steve Harris, director of data 
center planning at technology consultancy 
Forsythe, says that disposal is the responsi- 
bility of the company. That includes making

Cracking Down

firewalls and network security, as well as 
doing regular network monitoring demon- 
strates that an IT department is working to 
shield the company from harm, and this 
goes a long way toward minimizing liabili- 
ty concerns. 

With employees, the issue can become 
more complicated, but one solution at least is 
straightforward. "It's vital to have an accept- 
able use policy for employees," says Chris 
Getner, CEO of e-discovery firm Aaxis 
Technologies. "Most companies have those 
in place, but they don't do enforcement." 

If a regulation is broken or a company 
is sued, it isn't the policy that will get 
examined, Getner notes; it's how IT 



can be used in external communication. For 
example, if an employee posts a nasty mes- 
sage about someone's race or sexual orien- 
tation to an online bulletin board and uses 
company equipment to do it, there could 
be liability. If the employee claims such 
thoughts are shared by the company, failure 
to take swift action to prove otherwise 
could be deadly. 

Sometimes, says Getner, simply letting 
employees know that you can become Big 
Brother at any time might reduce problems. 

"Employees have to know what they can 
and can't do," he says. "Delivering that 
information is part of IT' s job. If those areas 
aren't made clear, then the company can be

held liable for not informing its employees 
about acceptable use of technology." 

Because IT has numerous responsibilities, 
data center managers can't become staff 
babysitters, but they should understand how 
employee negligence can affect the compa- 
ny. "You can't be held accountable for all 
the acts of your employees," says Jeremy 
Mishkin, a partner at law firm Montgomery, 
McCracken, Walker & Rhoads. "It's similar 
to if someone used the photocopier to com- 
mit fraud. You can't be responsible for 
everything that happens at the company 
because you don't know about everything." 

He adds, "But, you can make sure that you 
don't turn the other way instead of trying to 
see problems."

addition, companies planning to 
make the move will require ramp- 
ups in memory and processor 
power. 

"For any company that plans 
to have up to 2,000 mailboxes, 
plan to install 4GB of RAM per 
single server or cluster," says 
Zukerman. "For some unknown 
reason, Microsoft has capped the 
memory Exchange Server can 
address at 4GB, though you can 
go much higher with SQL." 

Dual processors are also a good 
idea, he adds. "Exchange does 
much better when you can spread 



the threads between multiple 
processors." 

Power Play 

Thorn says his 20-person shop 
gets away with using only 1GB of 
RAM and only one server. "We 
use a RAID 5 with hot-swap 
capabilities and a DAT tape back- 
up drive and we haven't had any 
problems," he says. 

Zukerman says operations look- 
ing to maximize return on invest- 
ment might consider implementing 
server clustering along with the 
2003 upgrade. Other services he 
suggests bundling into the upgrade 



to improve ROI projections include 
telecommunication upgrades, such 
as BlackBerry, voicemail, or even 
improved fax services. 

The Silvertips office chose 
"have-to-have" over ROI, due 
mostly to the smaller size of its 
operation. "Good control of email, 
good internal security on backups, 
and reliability of hardware drove 
our decision," says Thorn. "So- 
lutions like a Linux operating sys- 
tem and an Apache mail server just 
didn't fit because we don't have 
the expertise to support that." 

Exchange Server 2003 comes in 
two flavors. The package small to 



midsized companies want is 
Exchange 2003 Standard Edition. 
It supports the Outlook 2003, 2002, 
and 2000 email clients, Internet 
Explorer and Netscape Messenger 
browsers, and POP3 and IMAP4- 
compliant email clients, says Gray. 

The upgrade offers vastly 
improved Web access, says 
Zukerman. "The user interface is 
identical to Outlook's; the client 
interface looks the same." 

It also offers new and improved 
clustering management, some- 
thing that small and midsized 
enterprises should be especially 
interested in. "Any business that 
classifies email as a critical busi- 
ness function should seriously 
consider clustering servers," 
Zukerman says. 

Another positive about the 2003 
upgrade is the tools. Microsoft 



has two tool sets: one for up- 
grades from 5.5 to 2003, and 
another for 2000 to 2003. 

It still bundles Exmerge, the 
tool it introduced to move from 
NT to Exchange 2000. Its newest 
tool, however, is the one that mer- 
its more attention, says Zukerman. 
"It is called Mailbox Migration 
Wizard and it is leaps and bounds 
over what came before. You can 
move 20, 50, 75 mailboxes at a 
time and it will do it fast." 

There are also a number of 
third-party tools available. Quest 
Software (www.quest.com) of 
Irvine, Calif., just bought out 
another company, Alita, and is 
now a major player in this market. 
So, too, is Bindview (www.bind 
view.com) of Herndon, Va., and 
NetlQ (www.netiq.com) of San 
Jose, Calif.

Government Attempts 
To Regulate Technology 



Efforts To Control Often Do 
More Harm Than Good

One of the key roles of govern- 
ment is to form policies and regu- 
late activities that improve the 
health and welfare of everyday 
citizens or protect citizens from 
harm. Because technology plays 
such a critical role in our lives, 
it's no surprise that governments 
also seek to place controls and 
regulations on technologies, as 
well. Many current and emerging 
regulatory efforts directly affect 
the IT industry. 

Unfortunately, the conse- 
quences of government regulation 
often outweigh any benefits. Too 
often, government regulations 
become little more than new 
sources of revenue (such as pro- 
posed Internet taxes and access 
fees) or tools that favor special- 



interest groups (such as the 
Digital Millennium Copyright 
Act). Practical experience has 
shown that few technology regu- 
lations are actually successful, 
and few efforts yield their intend- 
ed benefits to citizens over the 
long term. 

Oil & Water 

Government leaders typically 
have no practical understanding 
of the technologies that they're 
attempting to regulate, and there 
is little (if any) perception of just 
how a regulation will impact busi- 
ness and everyday citizens. Chris 
Wood, chief technologist at Sun 
Microsystems Network Storage, 
is quick to agree. "From my van- 
tage, that is precisely why most 
regulations tend to backfire tech- 
nically, such as the Clipper chip, 



or are never used as intended, 
such as the V-Chip." 

Lawrence A. Husick, intellectu- 
al property and technology law 



attorney at the firm of Lipton, 
Weinberger & Husick, says that 
combining government and tech- 
nology is like mixing oil and 




water. "Our legal system looks to 
precedents — what has gone 
before — and reasons by extension. 
In sharp contrast, the structure of 
scientific revolutions proceeds by 
leaps, when one theory is invali- 
dated by new evidence and a new 
theory consistent with the evidence 
is advanced. That, in a philosophi- 
cal nutshell, is why legal and tech- 
nical processes do not mesh." 

Even worse, many regulations 
have an adverse impact. As one 
example, Wood notes that the 
Digital Millennium Copyright Act 
(the DMCA, also called the Sonny 
Bono Act) extends copyrights on 
songs to 75 years and imposes 
extremely stringent rules to digital 
content. "I would argue that this 
law went too far and confuses the 
issue of what digital content is fair 
game and open for public con- 
sumption [the idea of 'fair use'] 
and what is not." (For more infor-

the nearest are Nov. 15, 2004, when any 
financial statements filed with the SEC 
must comply with all Sarbox reporting and 
certification rules, and July 15, 2005, when 
smaller firms and foreign companies must 
do the same. 

The Sarbanes-Oxley Act is organized 
into 11 titles, with one, section 404, 
Management Assessment of Internal 
Controls, causing the most concern to IT 
departments. This section deals with infor- 
mation security and directs companies to 
put stringent controls on corporate data, 
which auditors must then approve. What's 
more, public firms must include an ICR 
(internal control report) as part of their 
annual report. The ICR contains an assess- 
ment of the firm's internal control structure 
and procedures for keeping and reporting 
financial data. 

So, what is an "internal control struc- 
ture?" In brief, it's a way to manage how 
your financial data is stored and modi- 
fied — where it's stored, when it's stored, 
who can view it, who can change it, how a

change must be documented, and so on. For 
instance, Sarbox mandates that all key 
financial and accounting procedures must 
be clearly stated, vetted, and documented. 
The same goes for financial software. 
Failure to document its use and abuse can 
land you in hot water and heavy fines. 

Gramm-Leach-Bliley 

GLBA (Gramm-Leach-Bliley Act) limits 
the way in which financial companies, such 
as banks, insurance firms, and others, may 
disclose their clients' data to third parties. 
It also requires them to disclose their priva- 
cy policies to all of their clients. 

Also known as the Financial Moder- 
nization Act of 1999, GLBA consists of 
three sections. The first, the Financial 
Privacy Rule, regulates the collection and 
disclosure of a person's private financial 
data. The second, the Safeguards Rule, 
says that financial companies must im- 
plement tight security. And the last, known 
as Pretexting Provisions, keeps any 
person from viewing private data under 
false pretense.

If you sell 
financial products to individuals, not other 
companies, to be used for personal, family, 
or household reasons, you are. 

CAN-SPAM 

Last on the list of major compliance laws 
is the Controlling the Assault of Non- 
Solicited Pornography and Marketing Act, 
also known as CAN-SPAM. 

Much touted but little followed, CAN- 
SPAM mandates that firms who send 
unsolicited commercial email fairly and 
plainly label that email and in-clude opt-out 
instructions, as well as the sender's physi- 
cal address. 

CAN- SPAM applies to any business in 
the United States that sends email to its 
customers or prospects. So if you do, 
make sure your opt-out system works and 
that you use it religiously. Avoid any 
fraudulent or deceptive subject lines. And 
don't send email to any address that was 
harvested from a public Web site. If you 
do, you'll be subject to severe civil and 
criminal penalties by the FTC, as well 
as states' Attorneys General. 

For that reason alone, not to mention the 
extreme complexity of some of these laws, 
it's essential to find an expert to help you in 
your quest for compliance. Experts of every 
shade and stripe exist, from major account- 
ing and IT firms to local players who spe- 
cialize in one law but not others. No matter 
which route you go, be sure you tread care- 
fully: Compliance is the new frontier of IT 
management, and CIOs, CTOs, and net- 
work admins will have to know it well if 
they expect to survive.

Dixler points to a model that's 
working well in Europe: the ITIL

more than 100,000 certified pro- 
fessionals, mainly in Europe, 
Australia, and Canada. 

The ITIL frames all IT activity 
under two areas: service support 
and service delivery, without a 
focus on technology itself. Some 
large U.S. companies have adopt- 
ed the practices, including IBM, 
Caterpillar, and the IRS. 

Even if a company doesn't 
want to jump into a full-scale

Thinking Process 

When operating on a more 
nitty-gritty tactical level, SMEs 
can combat downtime by under- 
standing how their networks are 
being used and by documenting 
network flows.

Also vital for ensuring network 
health is to establish what's nor- 
mal, as opposed to what's wrong, 
according to Douglas Smith, pres- 
ident of Network Instruments. He 
suggests examining networks and 
processes when everything is 
flowing smoothly and well. 

He says, "Asking how you can 
prevent network downtime is like 
saying, 'How can I prevent auto 
accidents?'." Although such inci- 
dents can't be completely elimi- 
nated, they can be examined to 
find out what went wrong and 
what can be improved to prevent 
them from happening again. 

"If you use the proper processes 
and tools, you can't prevent 
downtime," says Smith. "But you 
can make it easy to see a small 
problem that could potentially 
become a larger problem." He 
suggests implementing a regular 
maintenance procedure that uses 
trending tools to create a baseline, 
which can be compared to a net- 
work that seems to be causing 
problems. If everything looks the 
same, then technology can be 
eliminated as a downtime factor. 

Establishing a solid process for 
monitoring, with appropriate 
schedules, is necessary for net- 
work health because it takes 
a company's specific network 
needs into consideration. "Every 
network is different, just like 
every company is different," 
Smith notes. 

He adds that implementing 
infrastructure-monitoring tech- 
niques can give an IT department 
a good view of when downtime is 
caused by technology and when 
it's not. He says, "Putting relevant 



processes into place is just as 
important as making sure your 
equipment is up-to-date."

As a company works to stream- 
line its management and process- 
es, there are also some products 
that can come in handy. A tool 
that' s growing in popularity is the 
ITVerify from Innovativ Design 
Solutions, which can provide 
infrastructure monitoring that's 
designed to help companies alle- 
viate unplanned downtime. 

The product gives companies a 
centralized view of system, net- 
work, and application information 
and provides change surveillance 
and asset management, as well as 
policy-based compliance. Inno- 
vativ CTO Dave Nocera says, 
"Our purpose is to simplify some- 
one's job. We took the concept of 
agentless technology and config- 
ured it to improve how IT can 
solve its problems."

Operator Error 



According to IT research firm Gartner, unplanned downtime can be the result 
of poor IT strategy. The firm suggests these steps to reduce the problem: 

1. Mature operations to a more process-oriented and documented approach 
that doesn't require that specific people be available to perform tasks. 

2. Hire competent people and train them, as well as vendors, on the compa- 
ny's specific IT process and procedures. 

3. Automate the process wherever possible to reduce the chance of errors. 

4. Improve change and problem management processes related to IT infra- 
structure and facilities. 
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because they bring together what 
used to be separate applications, 
such as asset control and envi- 
ronment virtualization. Several 
options exist depending on a 
company's needs and budget. 
Some, such as BMC Software 
Infrastructure Management's ser- 
vices, target specific areas; BMC 
addresses mainframes and distrib- 
uted systems. Others are designed 
for certain industries, such as 
HP's Open View TeMIP, a set of 
assurance applications for mobile 
providers. 

Some products, such as IBM's 
Tivoli, include such features as 
part of a larger suite of services, 
but Nocera notes that SMEs usu- 
ally skip such high-end offerings 
due to cost. 

That could be a risky move, 
Nocera adds, with the abundance 
of regulatory issues that have been 
cropping up. "Making sure a net- 
work is always up is simply good 
business," he says. "Beyond mak- 
ing a company compliant with 
regulations, it reduces business 
risk and improves security."

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The Digital Millennium 
Copyright Act 
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Spelling Protection For Some, 
But Grief For Others

When things are going well in business, 
we tend to forget about what goes on behind 
the scenes. And we'd be dizzy if we had to 
think about every law that affected our day- 
to-day operations. But one law affecting 
information technology just won't seem to 
go away. The U.S. Congress passed the 
Digital Millennium Copyright Act in 1998 
mainly to apply copyright protection to dig- 
ital material. This act has caused quite a stir 
in the technology industry, affecting every- 
one from peer-to-peer file- sharing entities to 
the recording and motion picture industries. 
But for some, this law has spelled nothing 
but grief since its passing. 

A good majority of analysts believe the 
law was poorly written. And to this end, 
some corporations have already used the 
DMCA to restrain the primary concessions 
of copyright and otherwise prevent free 
speech activity. Minus all the legalese, the 
DMCA dictates a ban on certain kinds of 
technical innovation, along with stiff penal- 
ties (some of which are currently being 
carried out) for violating that ban. The 
DMCA has one main point of contention

for technical innovators. Essentially, the act 
makes it a crime to circumvent, or bypass, 
copyright protection systems. 

Hear Ye, Hear Ye 

The law specifically says, "No person 
shall manufacture, import, offer to the pub- 
lic, provide, or otherwise traffic in any 
technology, product, service, device, com- 
ponent, or part thereof, that (a) is primarily 
designed or produced for the purpose of 
circumventing a technological measure that 
effectively controls access to a work pro- 
tected under this title (b) has only limited 



commercially significant purpose or use 
other than to circumvent a technological 
measure that effectively 
controls access to a work 
protected under this title." 
In plain English, it is illegal 
to descramble or decrypt a 
copyrighted work or to 
bypass, remove, or deacti- 
vate a technological mea- 
sure intended to protect the 
same work. 

So why should small to 
medium-sized enterprises be 
concerned? Wendy Seltzer, 
staff attorney for Electronic 
Frontier Foundation, knows 
the act inside out. Seltzer 
says, "That depends on 
which part of the DMCA 
you're talking about. Section 
1201 of the Copyright Act 
implements anti-circumven- 
tion provisions that could 
affect SMBs. Take the well- 
known case of Lexmark 
against Static Control Com- 
ponents, for example. Lex- 
mark incorporated computer 
code in its printer cartridges 
in order to prevent competitors from produc- 
ing compatible ink cartridges for Lexmark 
printers. It then sued Static Control under the 
DMCA for making chips for compatible or 
refilled cartridges. Lexmark won, but the 
case is now on appeal." 

Seltzer continues, "Any company that 
attempts to be competitive and innovative, 
developing interoperable hardware and 
software, could be affected by overreaching 
interpretation of the DMCA. In Static 
Control's case, the DMCA is being used to 
stifle any investigation and innovation on 
the part of competitors in the same arena, 
which would ultimately mean that everyone 
would pay more money for Lexmark's 
print cartridges because there would be no 
cheaper alternatives." If this became a 
precedent, there would not be much room 
for competition in any technical arena. 

Too Far? 

In some minds, the DMCA actually rep- 
resents a sort of technical ridiculousness. 



For example, for a while there seemed to be 
the notion that in some states, depending on 
how the respective state interpreted or 
adopted the law, the DMCA purported that 
having a firewall was actually illegal. But 
in reality, as Seltzer puts it, "It does not 




actually say anywhere in the DMCA that 
having a firewall is illegal. The only thing 
remotely close would be a potential claim 
of DMCA violation if a firewall were 
breached without authorization." So, it is 
not likely that this would hold up in court 
anyway. But we'll have to leave that one to 
the law experts. 



IT-wise, there is another problem with 
the DMCA. It is also illegal to traffic in 
tools that can circumvent protections. But 
the DMCA is so unclear on this point that 
some security product developers have 
pulled their goods from the Web. There are 
definitely a few gray areas 
in the act, which tend to 
leave corporations a bit 
paranoid. There is good 
reason for this paranoia: It 
is a criminal offense to 
willfully violate section 
1201 for purposes of com- 
mercial advantage or pri- 
vate financial gain. Penalty 
fines can range up to 
$500,000 (or up to five 
years imprisonment) for a 
first offense and up to $1 
million (or up to 10 years 
imprisonment) for subse- 
quent offenses. 

Even though Seltzer and 
other anti-DMCA compa- 
nies say the DMCA needs 
revamping, it does not look 
like the DMCA is going 
anywhere soon. For more

In the words of Otto Von Bismarck, 
"Laws are like sausages; it is better not to 
see them being made." Even though we 
may not want to care about the laws that 
be, it might be wise to know what laws do 
affect day-to-day goings-on in the technol- 
ogy business.

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Government Attempts 
To Regulate Technology

article on page 17.) 

Wood doubts that technical 
regulation by a mainly "non-tech- 
nical" body can ever really be 
successful or achieve its intended 
objectives, but he also notes that 
the dynamic nature of technol- 
ogy makes any such efforts a pre- 
carious endeavor from the start. 
"The real issue is that technology 
changes so fast that even a well- 
written regulation either will not 
work out as intended or will im- 
pact the future in a bad way." 

Masters Of Disaster 

Most regulatory efforts have 
either resulted in undesired side 
effects or have proven impractical 
because they are impossible to 
enforce. Wood points to flaws in 
export regulations: "I consider the 
regulations around the export of 
computer technology to class-3 
countries to be one of the least 
successful attempts to regulate 
technology. This regulation was 
meant to regulate the export of 
supercomputers. But since tech- 
nology has changed so dramati- 
cally, it's now possible to buy 
Dell PCs one at a time and bolt 
them together until you have the 
power of a supercomputer." 

Another regulation of question- 
able value is the recent CAN- 
SPAM Act intended to reduce the 
amount of unwanted email pouring 



into homes and businesses on a 
daily basis. While the new law 
does impose fines and penalties 
for spammers convicted within 
the United States, the majority of 
spam originates from outside the 
United States, effectively making 
the law unenforceable. Husick also 
adds the Clipper chip initiative to a 
list of regulatory flops. "If the FBI 
had gotten what it wanted, it would 
have been completely worthless 
and, in fact, harmed businesses 
like banks that rely on encryption 
that works." 

Husick notes that a principle 
weakness in our process of ad- 
ministrative law is the absence of 
any meaningful follow-up once a 
new regulation is implemented. 
"Most of the time, however, there 
are no 'metrics' that follow up the 
regulation to be sure that a) it 
achieves the objectives for which 
it was enacted, and b) it's an effi- 
cient way to achieve those objec- 
tives." This means the government 
rarely (if ever) really checks to see 
that its regulations are achiev- 
ing the desired results, and poorly 
conceived and flawed legisla- 
tion is often left to linger without 
any formal review or corrective 
action. 

The list of problems imposed by 
government regulations seems to 
grow longer each year. For exam- 
ple, the recent spate of financial 
reporting and record-keeping stan- 
dards such as Sarbanes-Oxley has

had a serious impact on IT depart- 
ments, "It's badly hurting small 
to midsized enterprise business," 
Wood says. "It just so happens 
that the IT department is getting 
stuck with Sarbanes-Oxley be- 
cause the business process was 
not implemented and/or thought 
through." Husick agrees. "In 
general, small and medium- sized 
enterprises are disproportionate- 
ly hit by the cost of regulatory 
compliance." 

The Need To Be Heard 

Ultimately, the government 
needs to change the fundamental 
way that it handles technology by 
bringing impartial expertise into 
any debate. Woods says, "The gov- 
ernment tends to listen to 'pseudo 
science' a lot. What's needed is a 
really high-level panel of experts 
that are politically independent 
that can squash bad science and 
cannot be muzzled. The question 
is how to do that." Industry self- 
regulation is sometimes a means 
to forestall government interven- 
tion, but finding consensus and co- 
operation in the midst of vicious 
competition can be extremely diffi- 
cult in itself. 

In the end, only special interest 
groups welcome the imposition of 
new government regulations; most 
companies (especially SMEs) 
dread the specter of new regula- 
tions. Corporations are often best 
served by banding together into 
lobbying groups that can work 
effectively with legislators to ad- 
dress government concerns and 
help to shape future policies in 
a more meaningful and produc- 
tive way. 
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A Sampling Of Government 
Regulations & Technology 



Digital Millennium Copyright Act. The DMCA became law on Oct. 28, 1998, 
in order to implement two World Intellectual Property Organization treaties. 
However, the protections and wording of the DMCA have caused significant 
litigation as organizations seek to enforce its broad protections. 

CAN-SPAM. In an effort to reduce the flood of unwanted email across the 
Internet, the CAN-SPAM Act (S.877) took effect on Jan. 1 . While the law pro- 
vides for fines and other punishment for certain email originators, the law has 
been deemed weaker and less effective than many of the state-level laws that 
had already been in place. 

Internet Tax Ban. In April, Congress banned taxes on Internet transactions 
until at least 2008. However, this does not prevent states from collecting sales 
taxes on Internet transactions or taxing Internet access (for example, 17 
states tax DSL access to the Internet). 

VoIP Fees. Government has long taxed traditional voice communication, but 
IP telephony (carried over networks and the Internet) has largely been difficult 
to tax. The VoIP Regulatory Freedom Act of 2004 sponsored by Senator John 
Sununu seeks to exempt such technology from state taxes and regulations, 
but amendments to the bill may ultimately require VoIP providers to pay for 
state universal service programs, intrastate access charges to other telecom 
providers, and other fees. 

Anti-spy ware. Several efforts are underway to reduce the occurrence of spy- 
ware on PCs. The l-SPY (Internet Spyware Prevention) Act, the SPY ACT 
(Securely Protect Yourself Against Cyber Trespass), and the SPY BLOCK 
(Software Principles Yielding Better Levels of Consumer Knowledge) Act all 
make spyware distribution illegal and add criminal penalties and fines for vio- 
lators. 

Wireless Privacy. Wireless phone number directories can expose wireless 
phone users' numbers. The Wireless 41 1 Privacy Act (S.1963) seeks to pro- 
hibit wireless carriers from including subscribers' phone numbers in published 
directories without their consent, effectively creating an "opt in" wireless phone 
directory. 

Anti-phishing. As phishing scams continue to plague PC users, The Anti- 
Phishing Act of 2004, supported by Senator Patrick Leahy, seeks to define 
phishing as a federal crime and imposing jail time up to five years. Although 
current laws allow the prosecution of "phishers" once someone has been 
defrauded, this new law will allow the prosecution of phishers that are attempt- 
ing to defraud users.

When The Customer 
Is Not Always Right 



While trolling the 
newsgroups this week, 
I came across a sad, but not 
that atypical, story. A consul- 
tant was asked to convert a 
functioning SQL Server 
(MSDE) database applica- 
tion to use JET. In his post, 
he said not to bother trying to 
convince him that this was a 
terrible idea. I didn't even 
bother to respond: He was 
beyond my help. 

Sure, it's possible to con- 
vert a SQL Server applica- 
tion to use JET, but I can 
think of only a few (fairly 
transparent) reasons to do so. 
Yes, MSDE is harder to 
deploy than JET, but SQL 
Express (which should be 
here soon) addresses that 
issue pretty well. Beyond 



that, I just don't get it. I 
guess the customer (who is 
presumed to be right) must 
have a reason to want to 
regress his application's 
security, performance, and 
scalability and move to a 
paradigm that is harder to 
develop and costs far more to 
support. In this case, I doubt 
if the customer is right. 

Is The Consultant 
Always Right? 

As consultants and men- 
tors, we're usually hired to 
give advice based on our 
experience, training, and 
skills. Unfortunately, we 
have to overcome the infor- 
mation that's been given 
to management and the de- 
cision makers who decide

what to implement when 
building an application. Con- 
sultants, like doctors, often 
have one or more special- 
ties — and usually not very 
many. When approached by 
a customer with a problem, 
they're likely to choose the 
"best" solution based on this 
prior knowledge. 

For example, a C# devel- 
oper that's worked with 
ASP.NET and Oracle is like- 
ly to suggest that to the cus- 
tomer, although it might not 
be the solution someone with 
a broader set of skills might 
choose. When a surgeon ex- 
amines a patient in pain the 
first thing he might think is 
that surgery is needed. When 
a chiropractor examines the 
same patient, he'll start think- 
ing about ways to "adjust" 
away the problem, just as a 
podiatrist might suggest a set 
of lifts or orthopedic shoes. 
Sure, a good doctor knows 
how to diagnose a variety of 
problems, but how often 
does a patient go to a general 
practitioner for a referral? 
All too often they diagnose 
themselves based on what 
they saw on television, read 
on the Internet, or heard from 
Aunt Harriet. Some doctors 
are all too willing to take the 
money and attempt to treat 
the illness, regardless of how 
appropriate the treatment. 
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William (Bill) Vaughn is an 
industry-recognized author, 
mentor, and subject-matter 
expert with more than 30 years 
in the computing industry as a 
developer, manager, trainer, 
marketer, and writer.

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When a customer in pain 
comes to a consultant, is the 



consultant prepared to say, 
"No, I can't help. You really 
need a specialist in X, which 
isn't something I do. Let me 
give you the name of some 
people that work in that 
area."? We all know how 
hungry some consultants are, 
but I know plenty of consul- 
tants that refer business to 
other competent consultants, 
especially when they under- 
stand that their skills or expe- 
rience can't cure the illness. 
Sure, some of these guys are 
hungry, but they also have a 
reputation and recognize that 
if the customer isn't happy 
with their work, it's even 
harder to get more. 

What's a consultant sup- 
posed to do when a customer 
asks for something that won't 
help or might actually cripple 
their business? It's idealistic 
to think that the consultant 
should just stand up to the 
boss and say what he or she 
thinks. You also need to con- 
sider that the customer might 
actually be right — as strange 
as it seems. They might actu- 
ally know more about the 
problems the company faces 
on a day-by-day basis. Let's 
hope not all customers and 
managers are as dim-witted 
as Dilbert's pointy-haired 
boss. The problem is that if 
you're the consultant or 
developer responsible for 



implementing the project and 
don't believe in the design, it 
can't possibly succeed, and 
you're probably not the best 
person to do the work. 

Get The Facts Straight 

I expect one of the better 
approaches to this prob- 
lem is to first get the facts 
straight. Hold a meeting 
with the development team 
and discuss the design. Use 
this as a forum to point out 
your reservations and the 
problems you anticipate. 
Who knows, one or more of 
the others on the team might 
agree with you, or others 
might help you understand 
why the supposedly awful 
design makes sense. Most 
managers got where they 
are because they're rational. 
Sure, others were promoted 
because of the "Peter princi- 
ple" or because their mom 
owns a lot of stock, but most 
are smart enough to listen to 
reason if it's presented in- 
telligently. If after getting a 
thorough understanding of 
the issues and not being able 
to convince the boss that the 
decision is wrong, it's time 
to knuckle down and do 
your best on the project or 
on your resume.

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SMI-S Matters 



I Recently I was on a 
I panel at the Storage 
Networking World confer- 
ence in Orlando, Fla., where 
we were asked our opinions 
on the importance of the 
fledgling SMI-S (Storage 
Management Interface Spe- 
cification) management stan- 
dard. The panel moderator, 
Jon Toigo, voiced skepti- 
cism about the value of 
SMI-S. He characterized it 
as being an irrelevant half- 
standard created by large 
storage subsystem vendors 
like IBM, EMC, and Hitachi 
in their best interest at the 
expense of the rest of the 
storage industry. 

I couldn't disagree with 
Jon more, as I believe SMI-S 
is going to be an extremely 
important standard for the 
entire storage industry for 
many years. With the man- 
agement of storage costing 
an estimated seven to 10 
times the cost of the hard- 
ware and software, and with 
storage capacity growing at 
double-digit rates, it's clear 
that reducing the cost of stor- 
age management is strate- 
gically important to many 
companies. There is no ques- 
tion that management stan- 
dards significantly reduce the 



cost of managing informa- 
tion technology. 

Growing Pains 

However, all new stan- 
dards take time to get off the 
ground and must go through 
an extended process of de- 
velopment and implementa- 
tion. SMI-S is no exception. 
Although there have been 
standards in storage, such 
as SCSI, ATA, and Fibre 
Channel, there have never 
been standards for manag- 
ing core subsystem func- 
tions such as provisioning 
and LUN masking. SMI-S 
promises to make the storage 
administrator's life much 
easier by providing a base 
level of management control 
for all subsystems, regardless 
of size or origin. 

SMI-S is well past the 
initial development stages, 
having been a target of the 
Storage Network Industry 
Association almost from 
the organization's inception 
seven years ago. The fact 



that it has taken so long to be 
released is not an indication 
of any weakness in the stan- 
dard, but rather reflects the 
difficulty in creating stan- 
dards for storage. Without 
SMI-S, storage administra- 
tors must reconcile multiple 
proprietary management 
methods that have unique 
approaches and language. 
SMI-S creates a base-level 
commonality among these 
systems. This involved con- 
siderable compromise from 
IBM, EMC, HP, Sun, and 
Hitachi, a group of compa- 
nies with a history of suing 
each other to protect their 
storage intellectual property. 
Now that common ground 
has been established, it will 
be easier for all storage ven- 
dors to get on the SMI-S 
bandwagon. The assertion 
that SMI-S excludes smaller 
or newer vendors is plainly 
false. The standard is open 
and available for all compa- 
nies to use, although imple- 
menting it in products is not 
necessarily inexpensive. For 
that reason, new products 
from new storage vendors

might not have SMI-S sup- 
port in their initial release, 
but most of them plan to in- 
corporate it as an upgrade.

The Future 

Of Network Storage 

It is tempting to compare 
SMI-S to SNMP in the net- 
working world, but SMI-S is 
more complex and provides 
deeper functionality than 
SNMP does. While SNMP 
uses the limited and arcane 
ASN. 1 language for express- 
ing network metrics, SMI-S 
uses the comparatively rich 



ongoing development and 
integration with a variety 
of network storage products. 
Vendors will create their 
own extensions to the core 
capabilities of SMI-S to cre- 
ate management solutions 
targeted to different mar- 
ket opportunities, large and 
small. More importantly, 
storage administrators need 
more powerful tools than 
a base-level standard can 
provide. SMI-S provides the 
flexibility needed to adjust to 



different management philo- 
sophies and situations. 

More subtly, SMI-S indi- 
cates that the major storage 
vendors realize their products 
will be installed in heteroge- 
neous storage environments, 
rather than homogeneous, 
single- vendor environments. 
In other words, the future 
of network storage will be 
driven by open systems eco- 
nomics where management 
interoperability is a funda- 
mental requirement, not a 
cruel joke. Storage vendors 
will compete with each other 
by leveraging the SMI-S 
functions in each other's 
products to achieve global 
management of the storage 
infrastructure. 

To net it out, get SMI-S on 
your road map and demand 
that your storage vendors 
have it on theirs. It's not nec- 
essarily a reality today, but 
it will be in a couple years. 
The earlier you start on the 
SMI-S path, the better off 
you'll be. Products that do 
not support SMI-S today 
may be upgradeable in the 
future, or vendors may be 
willing to include upgrade 
concessions when SMI-S is 
available. As a consumer, 
you should push for it.

Taking Precautions 
Pays Dividends

Everyone has heard intellectual property 
horror stories. They usually follow the 
same plot lines. A successful salesperson 
leaves his long-time employer with a cus- 
tomer list only to start using it to sell simi- 
lar services elsewhere. Or a brilliant IT 
staffer begins developing a product that 
builds on his former company's proprie- 
tary technology. Or a disgruntled employee 
sells trade secrets to the competition after 
getting fired. 

These scenarios happen every day, and 
when they do occur, many businesses are 
helpless to fight against the brain drain 
because they haven't taken the necessary 
legal and procedural precautions. If done 
correctly, taking the right steps can not 
only give you the upper hand in the case of 
a court battle, it may also be a deterrent for 
errant employees to walk the straight and 
narrow in the first place. 

Copyright Protection 

In most companies, the IT department 
holds the position of not only protecting a 
business' biggest asset — information — but 
also of being a major producer of intellec- 
tual property. If your team does create spe- 
cial proprietary technology, such as custom 



software, it is important to get copyright 
protection quickly into place. 

Some IT folks may scoff at this, pointing 
to the default copyright protections that a 
business has over its IP without having to 
take any action. But attorney Jonathan Paul 
of The Tech Law Group in San Diego, 
Calif., says that this level of protection 
isn't enough for most businesses. 

"It gives you the added enforce- 
ment provisions," he says of the extra 
copyright protection. "That way you 
can get damages awarded in court 
without having to prove the extent of 
your damages. With copyright pro- 
tection you've got mandated damages 
up to 10,000 per instance of infringe- 
ment." Paul says that oftentimes just 
having the threat of such damages is 
enough to get the individual in ques- 
tion to stop infringing. 

Nondisclosure Agreements 

One of the most important tools 
against IP theft is the nondisclosure 
agreement. Most lawyers agree that 
every company that has trade secrets, 
proprietary information, or any other 
intellectual property to protect needs to 
get everyone to sign an NDA. 

"Getting a nondisclosure is critical," 
Paul says. "Even in your interviewing 
process, if you are showing prospects 
around, you should probably get them 
to sign an NDA." 



But the precautions shouldn't stop there, 
says Jon Light of law firm Nordman, 
Cormany, Hair & Compton in Oxnard, Calif. 
In order to be truly protected, you also need 
the right security procedures in place. If you 
don't, your claims in court against stolen 
secrets will never hold water. 
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"A company needs to take precautions to 
to ensure that intellectual property has been 
maintained as a trade secret," Light says. 
"If you go to court to get an injunction to 
prevent someone from using your material, 
the court is going to first ask you how you 
went about protecting that information." 

Most security-conscious companies 
should be able to provide evidence of pro- 
tection. This can be as simple as tracking 
access to the information and limiting 
access with some form of password authen- 
tication or key card access, something that 
most companies should be doing anyway. 

Noncompete & Nonsolicitation 
Agreements 

Noncompete and nonsolicitation agree- 
ments are sometimes not as ironclad as 
most companies would hope. "Non- 
competes are enforceable in some states 
and not in others," Light says. "Nonso- 
licitations are also enforceable only to 
an extent in some states." 

A noncompetition agreement will 
keep an employee from working at a 
competing company (within specified 
geographical or industry boundaries) 
for a set period of time after leaving 
the former employer. The nonsolicita- 
tion agreement will prevent a former 
employee from soliciting his employer's 
customers after leaving the company. 

Even if they may sometimes have 
limited enforcement in some states, 
such as California where Light prac- 
tices, they can still be useful docu- 
ments to have workers sign, if only 
for deterrent purposes. And should 
your employees ever choose to use 
your own IP against you, these docu- 
ments may not be useful by them- 
selves, but they can help prove to the 
court that you have made every effort 
to protect yourself.

Don't Let Support & Integration 
Concerns Overwhelm You

According to a recent report from 
the Meta Group, mobile applications 
will achieve a 75% penetration rate in 
the business sector by 2008. Email, in 
particular, is driving this growth. 
Hand-in-hand with the explosive 
development of mobile apps come the 
devices on which they will run, as 
well as the monumental task of man- 
aging them. The report counsels CIOs 
to seriously consider everything — 
what type of mobile network to use 
(cellular, Wi-Fi), what to do about 
employees who lose their devices — 
before embarking on a mobile rollout 
in their organizations. 

Mobile devices first began creeping 
into the enterprise through individu- 
al users' personal devices. Although 
some IT shops tried to support person- 
al equipment, especially for salespeo- 
ple and executives on the go, the vast 
variety of technologies strained both 
manpower and budgets. The logical 
step was to integrate mobile devices 



into standard IT-issued resources that 
would be better managed. Although 
this decision was a step in the right 
direction, new challenges arose. 

Support for mobile devices has an 
extended set of circumstances compared 
to desktops and servers. First, they are 
not continuously or directly connected 
to the enterprise network, putting them 
outside perimeter security measures 
such as firewalls, IDS, and antivirus. 
Intermittent network connections also 
lead to a lack of regular backup for criti- 
cal data stored on the devices. 

Additionally, mobile employees 
tend to require more complex connec- 
tivity support than the average desk- 
top user. They are also more likely to 
make unauthorized changes to com- 
pany-issued devices. Finally, don't 
underestimate the monumental task 
of tracking individual devices for up- 
dates, maintenance, and repairs. 

Where To Look 

A number of tools are emerging to 
help even small to midsized enterprise

inventory, and transparent, automated 
software distribution.

Pocket PC. Regardless of what mobile 
device is deployed, IT can manage 
and support the devices using ZEN- 
works to distribute software and con- 
tent, manage configurations and user 
accounts, and restore data and config- 
uration on replacement devices. To 
address security concerns, Novell 
offers increased password enhance- 
ment and enforcement. 

Similarly, Mobile Automation's

Elo TouchSystems, a business unit of Tyco Electronics, is 
almost famous for its touchscreen monitor products. Now, 
building on that success, the company has announced a new 
computer and touchmonitor in one unit, designed to fit in 
the same space as the original Elo touchmonitor s. The new 
1525L 15-inch LCD all-in-one touchcomputer has a slim 
profile and can function as a desktop or wall-mountable sys- 
tem. One of the biggest draws for the 1525L is the silent, 
fanless design. 

The 1525L touchcomputer comes in two separate flavors. 
The Win2000/XP versions include a hard drive, while the 
Windows CE .NET version is complete with solid-state 
components (without any moving parts) and functions 
without the need for a hard drive. The Win2000/XP models 
provide increased flexibility; the Windows CE .NET model 
is perfect for embedded systems. Built-in options on both 
models include a three-track magnetic stripe reader and a 
rear- facing customer display. 

Both models are available with either Elo's IntelliTouch or 
AccuTouch touchscreen technology. AccuTouch allows both 
touchcomputers to work in harsh environmental conditions 
such as liquid spills, humidity, and washdown. Elo claims 
that its touchscreens are the most contamination-resistant 
available on the market. The touchcomputers deliver drift- 
free operation for a lifetime of 35 million finger touches. The 
IntelliTouch technology delivers fast and sensitive touch 
responses, recognizing the location and amount of pressure 
applied. These touchmonitors are durable and scratch-resis- 
tant. The screens are pure glass, providing superior image 
clarity, resolution, and light transmission. Elo's closest com- 
petitor in this same arena is 3M TouchSystems. 

Connectivity ports for both models include two serial, four 
USB, one Ethernet, one PCMCIA, and a PS/2 mouse and 
keyboard port. The 1525L also features a stable tilt base, 



hidden cables, side controls, and a lockout function for pub- 
lic use, as well as a 667MHz VIA Eden processor, 256MB of 
RAM, and 16MB of video memory. 

Applications for the new all-in-one 1525L include loyalty 
systems, kiosk information systems, home control, casino 
management, cash systems, and Internet access points such as 
those for Web surfing and hotel reservations. The best thing 
about the new system, as far as Elo is concerned, is a design 
that can offer a complete all-in-one touchcomputer at a lower 
overall installed cost than having separate components.

Get A Lawyer 

In this day and age of revolving 
employment doors, smart businesses 
have even the most loyal employees 
sign a number of legal documents that 
state that they won't rob the company 
blind. This is doubly important for IT 
employees, who usually have the most 
access to intellectual property outside 
of the C-suite. 

In order to prevent the theft of 
your business' most valuable asset — 
information — Light says it is impor- 
tant not to skimp on front-end prep- 
arations. Getting a lawyer to help 
draft the necessary documents can 
help prevent catastrophes when an IP 
struggle does arise. 

Beyond the standard agreements, a 
lawyer may help you draft clauses into 
your IP legal documents that can give 
added protection against situations you 
may not have thought of in the first 



place. For example, some companies 
can be open to lawsuits for IP theft 
without even knowing it if a new 
employee brings trade secrets with him 
from another company. 

"You need to have them promise in 
the employment agreement that they 
aren't bringing anything that is a trade 
secret with them," Paul says. "That is 
a clause you want to get in." 

Also, you may have some members 
of IT staff that have developed their 
own personal IP before joining the 
company. Light suggests that compa- 
nies always list what an employee is 
already bringing to the table in their 
personalized documents. 

What it all boils down to is ensuring 
that you are properly covered no matter 
what the situation is. "Sometimes I'll 
get something that is clearly home- 
made," Light says. "But in the end, the 
company is not protected because the 
document doesn't have sufficient bells 
and whistles to hold up in court."

Proper Resource Implementation 
Helps You Pull Off The Balancing Act

Data networks are an indispensable part 
of everyday business, allowing employees,

effectively. One of the great advantages of 
data networks has been their tolerance to 
disruption. If other traffic traversing the net- 
work delays the packets of a file by a few 
milliseconds (even a few seconds), the end 
user hardly notices. As long as the file 
arrives intact, the network has done its job. 

However, voice and video data are time- 
sensitive and cannot tolerate delays. When 
converging voice with an existing data net- 
work, administrators must understand the 
impact of voice data and make accommo- 
dations to support an acceptable level of 
VoIP performance. 

A Matter Of Time 

Darwin Herdman, CTO and general man- 
ager for managed services at RedSiren 
(www.redsiren.com), says that voice data 
requires protection against the busy net- 
work traffic and other delays that occur at 
the LAN and WAN levels. 



of the local LAN, VoIP traffic is not free. 
WAN and access links must be appropriately 
sized to support a number of simultaneous 
calls. A poor line speed between sites can 
cause delay to both parties." 

Often, errors and oversights in network 
planning or inadequate resources (such as 
WAN bandwidth) can result in data 
delays that will ultimately impact network 
performance. When voice data is given 
appropriate priority, Herdman notes that 
data users may experience email hesita- 
tion, logon timeouts, and delays in Inter- 
net browsing. If VoIP is not given ade- 
quate network priority, he says, phone 
users will experience delayed dial tone, 
echoes, and annoying lags that will make 
conversation extremely difficult. 

Avoid Common Mistakes 

Herdman says that inadequate planning 
frequently plagues convergence efforts. 



Planners often underestimate the impact of 
VoIP on current network resources, and 
they don't account for future growth. 

"Administrators should always assess 
their existing network against the expected 
call volume and potential for growth," says 
Herdman. "Enterprises should comply with 
the recommended best practices prevalent 
in the industry to facilitate smooth transi- 
tion to converged voice and data net- 
works." He notes that best practices 
include defining network traffic priorities 
and identifying VoIP traffic requirements 
and migration strategies well in advance of 
any actual work. Herdman also suggests 
including Quality of Service on all seg- 
ments of the network to help track and 
maintain adequate voice quality. 

Implementation is another area that fre- 
quently compromises VoIP convergence 
efforts. Administrators sometimes overlook 
the need for common network upgrades, 
such as increased bandwidth, new VoIP- 
capable telephones, VoIP-enabled equipment 
(such as routers and switches), and cabling. 

Even the actual installations and setups 
are common sources of problems. Herdman 
says that single-source solution providers 
typically yield the best results. "From a 
contracting perspective, users may want to 
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consider sourcing expertise but should only 
do so if they get the entire picture from one 
company. In other words, don't split the 
engagement by design and implementation 
unless the implementing company signs off 
on the design process. Without it, finger- 
pointing ensues." 

Herdman says that outside contractors 
should also be able to qualify current net- 
work capabilities before recommending 
upgrades and provide IT planners with a 
solid VoIP plan. "Before any contract is 
assigned, get a preassessment that outlines all 
upgrades and costs. The preassessment will 
simulate voice calls and measure the level of 
preparedness and behavior of existing sys- 
tems and list options for deployment." 

Any implementation plan should offer 
reliable operation and room for growth. 
Herdman says, "A top issue is whether 
phones go out when the power goes off. To 
make IP phones work like their predeces- 
sors, switches and routers must have line- 
powered connections that send power down 
the network cable. Working backwards, the 
switches and routers typically then need 
UPS to keep the phones working." 

Stay Secure 

Although VoIP networks will certainly 
demand network resources, Herdman also 
underscores the need for security. Corporate 
VoIP communications can be just as sensi- 
tive and confidential as personnel files or 
new product designs, and protecting VoIP 
data against eavesdropping and attack poses 
a unique obstacle for IT planners. 

"Quality of Service issues are a critical 
element of IP telephony and pose a signifi- 
cant challenge to security professionals," 
says Herdman. "We cannot assume that the

Security & Synchronization 

Regardless of what vendor you choose 
for mobile management, the two main 
aspects to keep in mind are security and 
synchronization. 

An essential ingredient of any mobile 
device management strategy is security. It 
is imperative to have secure access to the 
device, secure data storage on the device, 
and a method for ensuring the integrity of 
the data as it is passed to and from the 
mobile device. For example, Afaria offers 
encryption for data transport. For users who 
lose their devices, ZEN works offers a "self- 
destruct" feature to prevent the loss of sen- 
sitive information. 

Mobile devices must communicate in 
some fashion. Most often, this is through 
intermittent connections to a public or private 
network. Mobile devices usually synchronize 
at the end of the day or when placed in a cra- 
dle with some form of connectivity. 

Microsoft ActiveSync for Windows 
Pocket PCs and smartphones allows for 
customized synchronization. Using the 
COM model and remote API functions, 
developers can create services such as data 
synchronization of certain applications to 
take place depending on the type of con- 
nection. For example, synchronization of 
large sales databases might only take place 
when the device is synchronized using a 
cradle instead of a cellular connection. 

Using mobile management tools, small 
and midsized enterprises and larger enterpris- 
es alike can take advantage of the growing 
trend toward mobile computing without feel- 
ing as if they are losing control.

same security controls and measures that are 
currently implemented in data networks can 
be deployed in an IP telephony environment 
without compromising QoS. The time-criti- 
cal nature of IP telephony systems and a low 
tolerance for disruption and packet loss limit 
the utility of traditional security solutions." 

Although specific VoIP security issues 
can be quite extensive, Herdman recom- 
mends a complete suite of precautions that 
often mirror the protections afforded to a 
data network. "Critical IP telephony infra- 
structure, including call-processing man- 
agers, voicemail servers, voice gateways, 
and voice-enabled routers, must be subject 
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to strict system hardening procedures and 
continuous security management," he says. 

Herdman suggests that IP telephony and 
data devices should be deployed on two 
logically separated network segments with 
dedicated DHCP servers. This allows 
administrators to better defend the overall 
network while minimizing the impact of 
compromised systems. 

In addition, voice encryption allows for 
improved security but may impair the bene- 
fits of QoS. "If performance is an issue," 
says Herdman, "recommend encryption at 
the router or other gateway and not the end 
points to provide for IPsec tunneling." Toll 
fraud can be mitigated using device and user 
authentication techniques to prevent unau- 
thorized devices from accessing the network. 
Ultimately, VoIP convergence presents IT 
planners with serious issues, but each can be 
resolved and prevented with proper planning 
and careful implementation.

Means Higher Price 



Microsoft Adopts New Licensing Scheme; 
Other Manufacturers May Follow 



by Dean Takahashi 

Microsoft fired a shot across 

the bows of enterprise software 
companies when it announced that 
it would charge only a single-copy 
software license for programs that 
run on dual-core chips. 

That move has put IBM and 
Oracle on the defensive and prom- 
ises to help usher in the acceptance 
of dual-core chips, which have 
two processors on a single silicon 
chip. The disruption in software 
pricing has been expected ever 
since Sun Microsystems started 
talking about multicore chips 
in early 2003. 

Obsolete Charging Scheme 

Until now, most software com- 
panies charged their customers 
for every processor that ran their 
software. But in a multicore 
environment, that mode of charg- 
ing has become obsolete, says 
Andy Lees, corporate vice presi- 
dent at Microsoft. 

"We fully believe this is going to 
cause people to rethink pricing for 
the enterprise," Lees says. 



The pricing applies across the 
board for all Microsoft software 
that currently carries per-processor 
fees, such as SQL Server database 
and the BizTalk integration pack- 
age. In a server with four dual-core 
chips, Microsoft would charge for 
four software licenses, not eight as 
other rivals might. 

In the past, charging on a per- 
processor basis was considered 
fair in part because software that 
scaled across many machines was 
considered harder to create than 
software that ran on only one 
machine. By contrast, Oracle and 
IBM have adopted the practice of 
charging higher fees for software 
that runs on dual-core chips. BEA 
Systems has said it would charge 
a 25% premium for software that 
runs on dual-core chips. 

The fee captured the value that 
the software delivered to the cus- 
tomer, Lees says. Also, charging 
on a per-processor basis was con- 
sidered fair in contrast to fees 
charged per user because many 
Web sites attract millions of users. 

But chipmakers are adopting 
multiple cores on a single chip as 



a way to get around overheating 
problems. Because two processors 
on a chip can get more work done, 
the chip itself can run at a lower 
megahertz rating, allowing it to 
run cooler. Intel has canceled a

Welcome Announcement 

Officials at Intel and Advanced 
Micro Devices welcomed the 
announcement. Intel spokesman 
Chuck Mulloy says that Intel plans 
to introduce its first dual-core chip 
in the first half of 2005 with the 
launch of its code-named Montecito 
Itanium 2 chip, which has two 
Itanium 2 processors on a single 
chip with 1.72 billion transistors. 

Intel also plans to introduce 
dual-core chips on its desktop and 
mobile platforms in 2005 and 



has a working version of the chip 
and has been able to demonstrate 
that it can perform 30% to 55% 
faster than a single-core chip, says 
Kevin McGrath, an AMD fellow. 
Although customers will get more 
value by running their software on 
dual-core chips, few customers 
thought it was fair that they would 
have to pay twice as much in fees, 
says Jonathan Seckler, a product 
manager at AMD. 

"This is going to remove a 
major obstacle to the acceptance 
of dual-core chips," says Nathan 
Brookwood, an analyst at research 
firm Insight 64. 
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But Microsoft's Lees says his 
company's policy isn't stopping at 
dual cores. Chip companies such 
as IBM, Intel, AMD, and Sun 
Microsystems are at work on chips 
that have four, eight, 16, and even 
32 processors on a chip. 

Brookwood says software com- 
panies may have to rethink their 
pricing when chips such as Sun's 
32-processor Niagara arrive in the 
next year or two. That's because the 
chip will run software so efficiently 
that customers may be able to get 
by with fewer chips than before. 

Another technology that could 
give software companies a pricing 
dilemma is virtualization, which is 
built into chips such as IBM's 
Power5 microprocessor. Virtuali- 
zation allows a chip to subdivide 
itself so it can run many different 
operating systems and different 
applications at the same time. 

Model Disrupted 

Jonathan Schwartz, chief oper- 
ating officer at Sun Microsystems, 
says software pricing models will 
continue to be disrupted as inno- 
vations such as multicore chips 
arrive. His company is offering a 
plan where it charges companies 
$100 per employee per year for a 
subscription to a suite of Sun's 
Java enterprise software. 

He says that's just one of many 
creative software pricing models 
the industry will have to embrace 
in the coming years. The reason, he 
notes, is that enterprise customers 
want to be able to predict the prices 
they will pay for their software and 
not have to constantly monitor their 
usage to find out whether they are 
exceeding their software budget.

IronPort has been seen by many as primarily an antispam 
solution, but the C-Series appliance moves beyond that to pro- 
vide comprehensive email security: content scanning, policy 
management, message encryption, proactive virus protection, 
and blocking of suspicious or potentially malicious email. 

The addition of antivirus and antispam technology from 
Sophos and Symantec provides strong, proven protection from 
a variety of threats in one device. The Email Security Manager 
integrates with Microsoft Active Directory or other LDAP ser- 
vices to let administrators create and deploy custom email 
policies for different groups or even individual email users. 

Powerful Virus & Spam Prevention 

IronPort' s SenderBase, the industry's largest email traffic 
monitoring network, analyzes email data from around the 
world to detect spam and malware. The C-Series appliance 
uses Virus Outbreak Filters that proactively detect and 
quarantine potentially infected messages based on data 
from SenderBase. This proactive protection may help block 
malicious email hours before vendors update the traditional 
antivirus defenses.

Cell Phones To Support Television 

Cellular telephones 
have enjoyed revolu- 
tionary growth over 
the past decade. Once 
merely a mobile telephone, the 
cell phone has integrated music 
players, Internet Web and email 
access, games, and camera capa- 
bilities. This wealth of capabilities 
has made cell phones an essen- 
tial part of many users' work and 
home lives. Now the cell phone 
industry has its sights set on a new 
feature: HDTV. 

Video-over-cell-phone is not a 
new idea. Wireless providers such 
as Sprint and AT&T already offer a 
basic streaming video service that 
supports more than 12 channels, 
but streaming quality isn't real- 
time, making the viewing experi- 
ence less than ideal. Chipmakers 
such as Texas Instruments and 
Qualcomm are working on chips to 
support the wireless reception of 
live telephone signals. The TV 
signals would likely be provided 
through a separate network (such 
as a satellite TV provider) rather 
than existing cellular network. TV 
phones are expected to enter wide- 



spread testing in 2006, with general 
marketing planned for 2007. 

Still, there are several important 
issues to consider before TV tele- 
phones become a reality. First, bat- 
tery life is a concern, and superior 
battery technology is needed to 
ensure long-term phone operation. 
The cost of TV telephones are not 
expected to vary much from cur- 
rent wireless phone products, but 
the additional costs of program- 
ming have not yet been addressed. 
Finally, the potential for distraction 
(watching television while driving) 
may keep some users from adopt- 
ing the new devices. 

Looking For Dual-Core Chips 

Although processor 
makers have tradi- 
tionally relied on raw 
clock speed to im- 
prove performance, the tremendous 
engineering difficulties involved 
with ever-faster chip designs have 
forced chipmakers to refocus on 
improving other elements of pro- 
cessor performance. One of the 
most attractive advancements for 
server systems is the use of dual- 
core processors, placing two pro- 
cessing cores onto a single piece of 




silicon. Although this has little ben- 
efit for individual PCs or work- 
stations, server systems that handle 
multitasking can see dramatic 
improvements in performance. 
When combined with Hyper- 
Threading, the chip can actually 
seem like four processors to the 
host system. 

Of course, the dual-core chips 
have to become available before 
they are integrated into server 
products. With Intel shifting its 
positions on various processor 
plans, it's difficult to keep a han- 
dle on its hotly anticipated prod- 
ucts. Intel's dual-core Itanium 
(Montecito) chip is expected in 
2005, and its dual-core Xeon 
chips should arrive in Ql 2006. 
An additional power-saving mod- 
el of the dual-core Xeon should 
appear later in 2006. The first 
dual-core Xeon MP (Tulsa) chips 
should appear before Q3 2006, 
with a faster model available 
before the end of 2006. Dual-core 
models of the Xeon MP (White- 
field) will likely not be available 
until 2007. AMD is slightly 
ahead of Intel in dual-core avail- 
ability, with the dual-core Op- 
teron due in mid-2005. 



Planning Microsoft Server 
Updates 

Microsoft Windows 
J^j Server 2003 updates 
are on the way, al- 
though the expected 
feature sets may change slightly in 
order to meet planned deadlines. 
An update for Server 2003 (dubbed 
"R2") is expected in 2005 with 
additional features including cross- 
company identity management 
(dubbed Trustbridge), along with 
integrated rights management for 
email and document protection. 
However, the much-touted Net- 
work Access Protection feature 
(which allows systems entering 
the network to be quarantined 
until they are deemed safe) will 
be delayed until 2007. After R2, 
a service pack for Server 2003 
should also become available in 
the first half of 2005 and is ex- 
pected to include a number of new 
features such as security improve- 
ments and performance improve- 
ments. A second service pack for 
Server 2003 should appear in 2006, 
prior to the eventual release of 
Windows Longhorn Server some- 
time in 2007.

Picking Up Speed 

FineGround Eases Global Network 
Latency Problems With WAN Applications

Each day it seems that the idea of "enter- 
prise" is growing. Corporations are no longer 
centralized in a business park or other facility. 
Today's enterprise operates globally, and corpo- 
rate functions that were once traditionally found 
together (administration, manufacturing, R&D, 
and so on) are frequently dispersed across the 
country and distributed around the world. The 
Web has become an essential element of the 
"extended enterprise," letting users share applica- 
tions and data virtually anywhere in real-time. 
WAN latency is emerging as a serious impedi- 
ment to Web-based application performance. 
The problem is so serious that a 2004 Gartner 
study suggested that WAN latency accounts for 
between 50% and 95% of total application delay. 

Chasing The Light 

"Globalization is causing enterprises to be- 
come geographically dispersed. In the typical 
Global 2000 corporation, 80% of the employees 
are not at headquarters," says Nat Kausik, CEO 
and president of Fineground Networks. "Users 
in Japan accessing an ERP application hosted in 
New York might find the application unusually 
slow." Poor Web-application performance car- 
ries no penalty under current government regula- 
tions (such as HIPAA or Sarbanes-Oxley), but 
serious delays and application lag can have a 
substantial impact on user productivity. 

An underlying problem, says Kausik, is that 
physical distance imposes some minimum 
amount of latency in the global network. While 
Internet traffic and equipment performance can 
influence the travel time of critical business data, 
Kausik says that minimum latency comes down 
to physical limitations. "As business automation 
increases in the form of network applications, 
network latency becomes a significant per- 
formance inhibitor. For example, the latency 



between San Francisco and London is 150ms, 
and that between San Francisco and Hong Kong 
is 200ms. Latency is an inherent function of the 
speed of light and cannot be reduced." 

And the problem is getting worse as enterpris- 
es seek to consolidate data centers and cut costs. 
This often results in more users accessing data

from fewer distant and remote locations. Still, 
Kausik insists that additional bandwidth is not 
the solution for latency problems. "Any IT orga- 
nization that manages an extended enterprise 
knows that applications behave differently over 
the WAN. To compensate, IT managers typical- 
ly make significant investments in WAN capaci- 
ty either through buying more bandwidth or 
WAN optimization equipment. Unfortunately, 
organizations are literally throwing money 
away. Millions of dollars' worth of bandwidth 
can't compensate for distance; as application 
users get farther away from the data center, 
packets take more time to travel. This is the real- 
ity of latency and the number one reason why 
applications are slow and unresponsive for 
many WAN users." 

Efficiency Is Key 

Although it isn't possible to defeat the laws of 
physics, it is sometimes possible to work around 
them. The key issue behind FineGround' s suc- 
cess is not to decrease travel time for network 
data packets but rather to improve the efficiency 
of data transfers. Kausik explains, "Fine- 
Ground's products are meant to improve the 
performance of networked applications. Fine- 
Ground' s Condenser product dynamically 
optimizes the performance of applications by 
rearranging the request/response stream. The 



product improves network performance by mini- 
mizing the number of network roundtrips." 

By reducing the number of network traversals 
required for each WAN application response, 
the apparent response times of the applications 
can be improved, though physical latency may 
remain unchanged. FineGround' s Condenser 
software (or its similar Velocity appliance) can 
optimize the performance of HTTP and HTTP-S 
(SSL) Web applications including CRM, ERP, 
portals, and online collaboration tools. In addi- 
tion to a collection of efficiency enhancements, 
FineGround also employs "delta optimization" 
techniques. Rather than resend redundant infor- 
mation for each new Web page, only new or 
changed information (the "delta") is actually 
transmitted between successive Web page visits. 
This further reduces the amount of traffic need- 
ed, enhancing effective performance. 

Quantum is just one example. When Quantum 
attempted to resolve performance problems in its 
employee and HR portals, it realized that addi- 
tional (and costly) bandwidth would not resolve 
the performance issues plaguing its applications. 
Quantum implemented FineGround products, 
yielding a 300% performance improvement, 
essentially reducing a 30 second lag to less than 
eight seconds. FineGround' s Enterprise Appl- 
ication Delivery Suite installs in the corporate 
data center and requires absolutely no changes 
to desktop, application, or server platforms. 

Positive Response 

Kausik is particularly pleased with the effec- 
tiveness of FineGround' s solutions and is clear- 
ly proud of the industry's positive response. 
"About 100 Fortune 1000 corporations use 
FineGround products on their mission critical 
applications." Kausik sees a bright development 
future for FineGround technologies. "Our tech- 
nology evolves to support the newest enterprise 
applications. For example, enterprises are adopt- 
ing XML based applications so as to increase 
reusability. Recently we announced support for 
XML applications via our AppXtender product." 

Ultimately, global corporations cannot afford 
to underestimate the importance of latency. 
Companies that ignore latency in WAN appli- 
cation deployments will undoubtedly face per- 
formance problems. The result is invariably 
unhappy (and unproductive) users — and possi- 
bly a failure of the entire deployment project.
